Hunt on for 
rape suspect 


Public safety. Girl says 
man, 20, attacked her 
in Dartmouth Common 


An arrest warrant has been 
issued for a man identified by 
Halifax Regional Pobce as a sus¬ 
pect in the recent random rape 
of a teenager in Dartmouth. 

“Given the violent nature of 
the assault and the randomness 
of the assault, it is a pubhc-safe- 
ty concern here,” said Const. 
Pierre Bourdages on Tuesday. 

Police say Caiden Donte 
WoumeU, 20, was identified 
on surveillance video from 
cameras near the scene of the 
assault. 

“He is known to police.... 
He was identified by oflBcers 
that had previous dealings with 
him,” said Bourdages. 

Police responded to the 
Dartmouth Common just be¬ 
fore 9 p.m. Saturday and found 
a 17-year-old girl who reported 
being sexually assaulted by a 
man she’d met at the Metro 
Transit Bridge Terminal. 

They were walking through 
the Common, and when they 



reached a secluded area, po¬ 
lice say the man grabbed her, 
sexually assaulted her with for¬ 
cible penetration and then took 
off with her purse. 

WoumeU is charged with 
sexual assault, robbeiy and 
breach of probation. He’s de¬ 
scribed as five-foot-11 with 
short black hair and brown 
eyes. He also has a small tear¬ 
drop tattoo under his right eye 
and a large tattoo on his left 
forearm. 

Bourdages said efforts to lo¬ 
cate him have been unsuccess¬ 
ful, and it’s hoped the pubUc 
can help investigators make an 
arrest.

The NDP in Nova Scotia said 
it fired a campaign worker 
and apologized to a Liberal 
candidate Tuesday after a 
member of the party’s elec¬ 
tion team referred to him 
as an “outspoken homo¬ 
phobe.” 

NDP candidate Ramona 
Jennex said Nathaniel Cole 
was dismissed for using the 
term in reference to Keith 
Irving, the Liberal candidate 
in her riding of Kings South. 

“ft goes against every¬ 
thing 1 believe in and he’s 
no longer with this cam¬ 
paign anymore,” she said in 
an interview. 

“1 do hope that Mr. Irving 
recognizes that this is not 
anything that would come 
from the campaign. It was 
an individual who made a 
huge, huge error.” 

Jennex said Cole was 
working for her campaign 
when he sent the email 
to Acadia Pride, a student 
group at Acadia University 
in Wolfville. 

But she said he acted on 
his own without party ap¬ 
proval and used his person¬ 
al email address. 

The Liberals provided a 
copy of an email, which said 
Jennex, the education min¬ 
ister, would be interested in 
meeting with members of 
the group to discuss issues 
on campus and further her 
work with the gay commun¬ 
ity in the Annapolis Valley. 

The email goes on to 
say that Jennex is running

Leaders hope to avoid costly gaffes in election debate 


Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil, the perceived front¬ 
runner in what has become 
a tame and uneventful Nova 
Scotia election race, is aim¬ 
ing low as he prepares for the 
campaign’s televised leaders 
debate Wednesday. 

McNeil says his goal is to 
deliver his key messages and, 
more importantly, avoid mak¬ 
ing any cringe-worthy gaffes. 

“1 don’t think anyone can 
hit a home run to win,” says 
McNeil, former owner of a 
small business in the Annap¬ 
olis Valley. “It’s if someone

makes a mistake — that’s 
what ends up being the issue. 
It’s usually when someone fal¬ 
ters that you see the biggest 
change.” 

In Nova Scotia, history 
shows that faltering in a de¬ 
bate can have disastrous con¬ 
sequences. 

The televised debate dur¬ 


ing the 1998 campaign pro¬ 
duced the infamous Seven 
Seconds of Silence, marking 
a turning point in a race that 
saw the governing Liberals 
barely retain power. 

Then Liberal premier Rus¬ 
sell MacLellan stumbled badly 
when asked by Progressive 
Conservative Leader John 
Hamm if the premier would 
resign if he failed to bring in 
a balanced budget. Instead of 
responding, MacLellan stared 
straight ahead and uttered not 
a word for seven long seconds. 

The awkward pause, which 


MacLellan later blamed on 
rigid debate rules, has become 
a cautionaiy tale for Nova 
Scotia’s typically low-key pol¬ 
iticians, says Tom Urbaniak, 
a political-science professor 
at Cape Breton University in 
Sydney. 

“Caution is not just a polit¬ 
ical calculation, it’s part of the 
nature of... our politics in this 
province,” he says. 

So it’s not surprising that 
the campaign for the Oct. 8 
election has been a dull affair 
so far, which does not bode 
well for the debate, he says. 


“This has been a campaign 
that has been extraordinarily 
cautious — remarkably so,” 
Urbaniak says, adding that the 
leaders trailing McNeil in the 
polls — NDP Premier Darrell 
Dexter and Progressive Con¬ 
servative Leader Jamie Baillie 
— haven’t offered any bold 
new ideas to capture the pub¬ 
lic’s imagination. 

“All indicators are that, 
given the tenor of the cam¬ 
paign, the leaders will try to 
be their cautious best in the 
debate.”

A few hours after her first 
child was born, Jackie Kelles- 
tine sat at her kitchen table 
eating a bowl of cereal. 

Kellestine said she felt 
safe during her home birth 
in May 2010, and having her 
mother and husband in the 
house made the experience 
more special. 

“It was really intimate. It 
was beautiful,” said Kelles¬ 
tine, one of the last women 
in Nova Scotia to give birth 
at home before a midwife 
shortage forced the IWK 
Health Centre to close the 
program in late 2010. 

Until this Monday, 
women in HRM were only

able to give birth in the hos¬ 
pital, said Jocelyn Vine. 

Vine, vice-president of 
patient care at the IWK, said 
the department of health 
recently provided enough 
funding for two more mid¬ 
wife positions, bringing 
their total to five. 

“We’re very pleased to 
have this option available 
because we certainly know 
that women want it,” Vine 
said. 

Women with low-risk 
pregnancies living within 30 
minutes of the hospital could 
now give birth at home. Vine 
said, but there is still a wait¬ 
ing list for midwives. 


Kellestine, co-chair of the 
Midwifery Coalition of Nova 
Scotia and mom of two, said 
she was “very pleased” to 
hear the announcement. 

Although Kellestine says 
she’s happy her son Saw¬ 
yer was born healthy in the 
hospital last March, she was 
nervous and stressed during 
her pregnancy because she 
didn’t know what to expect. 

“It’s not relaxing, it’s 
not comfortable,” Kellestine 
said. “It’s stressful to be liv¬ 
ing out of a bag that you 
packed. It was very differ¬ 
ent.” 

Although she said some 
people have questioned 
the safety of giving birth 
at home, Kellestine said if 
anything looked unusual 
her midwife would’ve trans¬ 
ferred her to the hospital 
right away. 

“You’re their patient, 
they’re in the health-care 
system too,” Kellestine said. 
“Healthy baby, healthy 
mothers, that’s what every¬ 
one wants.”

A citizens’ alliance concerned 
about proposed changes to the 
Otter Lake landfill has launched 
a website in hopes of educating 
other HRM residents about the 
impact of the potential altera¬ 
tions.

HRM is currently holding 
public consultations on the pro¬ 
posals contained in a consult¬ 
ants’ report on the landfill. 

The one of most concern is a 
recommendation to eliminate 
the front-end processor (FEP) 
and waste-stabilization facihty 
(WSF), which both help pro¬ 
tect surrormding communities 
from landfill odours, leachate 


and gases. 

The inclusion of the FEP and 
WSF were enshrined in a con¬ 
tract signed with the host com¬ 
munity in the late 1990s — and 
Mclnroy, who is also a lawyer, 
says he’s concerned that the 
contract will be violated. 

“1 couldn’t believe that HRM 
staff, with the blessing of coun¬ 
cil, would be ... pushing for 
changes to a contract without 
having gone to the people on 
the other side of the contract 


first,” said Mclnroy. 

The first public-consultation 
sessions were held in the host 
community last week and are 
now moving to other parts of 
HRM. Mclnroy said LOLA has 
launched the website some¬ 
thingsmells.ca to educate other 
HRM residents about the his- 
toiy of the landfiU, the contract, 
and the impact of removing the 
FEP and WSF. 

“We want them to know it’s 
not just that you can save $10 
million a year,” he said. “There 
are other serious issues here 
and this community’s being 
abused and hurt and betrayed.”

Thousands of Pakistanis 
ran into the streets praying 
for their lives Tuesday as a 
powerful earthquake rocked 
a remote area in the south¬ 
west. 

The quake killed at least 
39 people and possibly creat¬ 
ed a small island off the coast, 
officials said. 

The Pakistani militaiy said 
it was rushing troops and 
helicopters to Baluchistan 
province’s Awaran district, 
where the quake was cen¬ 
tred, and the nearby area of 
Khuzdar. 

Local officials said they 
were sending doctors, food 
and 1,000 tents for people 
who had nowhere to sleep as 
strong aftershocks continued 
to shake the region. 

Most of the victims were 
killed when their houses col¬

Cold-blooded mall

As the deadly attack unfolded 
inside Kenya’s Westgate mall, 
the invading terrorists were 
callously spreading mayhem 
on Twitter. 

They sent out tweet after 
cruel tweet, taunting the 
Kenyan military, defending 
the mass killings and threat¬ 
ening more bloodshed. 

Twitter shut the account 
down five times. But each 
time the terror organization 
al-Shabab started a new feed. 

The sixth account was 
a post Tuesday linking to a 
photo that purported to show 
two of the attackers “unruf- 
fied and strolling around the 
mall in such sangfroid man¬ 
ner.” 

The tweet mocked Kenya’s 
security forces for their re¬ 
peated assurances over two 
days — also tweeted — that 
the siege was nearly over. 

It wasn’t the first time al- 
Shabab has live-tweeted a ter¬ 
rorist attack, said J.M. Berger, 
a U.S.-based terrorism analyst 
who monitors the group’s on¬ 
line presence. 

The militants offered com¬ 
ments in real time or nearly 
so in recent attacks in Moga¬ 
dishu and the attempted as¬ 
sassination of the Somali 
president. 

But the drawn-out Kenya 
attack, which left at least 
dozens dead, brought the 
group to a much wider stage, 
amplified by its social-media 
savvy.

their Twitter account has 
obviously invested a lot of 
energy in the process of grab¬ 
bing headlines,” said Berger, 
who has called out al-Shabab 
before for violating Twitter’s 
terms of service.

chosen hashtag, #Westgate. 
The account was closed. A 
new feed opened, the handle 
sent to journalists on the al- 
Shabab email list, with crisp 
assurances tweeted back to 
users who requested their 
names be added. But as the 
death toll rose — and images 
were broadcast worldwide of 
the terror, which included 


a bloodied woman and ter¬ 
rified children — the group 
found itself roundly con¬ 
demned, and the tweets be¬ 
came more defensive: “Muja¬ 
hideen have no desire to kill 
women & children and have 
done everything practically 
possible to evacuate them 
before attacking #Westgate.” 

The communications 
onslaught, which included 
back-and-forth tweets with 
Kenya’s security forces, had 
police at one point appealing 
to “all Kenyans to ignore the 
propaganda of those intent 
on dividing us and breaking

President lists shocking toll 


Kenya’s president proclaimed 
victoiy Tuesday over the ter¬ 
rorists who stormed a Nairobi 
mall and unleashed a deadly 
spree of mass killings in a 
bloody four-day siege. 

Security forces had 
“ashamed and defeated our 
attackers,” President Uhuru 
Kenyatta said. 

Kenyatta said the dead 
included 61 civilians whose 
bodies have been recovered 


so far and six security forces. 

Some 175 were injured, 
Kenyatta said. 

But it seemed certain the 
number of confirmed deaths 
would rise as security forces 
searched the building. 

Nairobi’s city morgue had 
already braced for the arrival 
of a large number of bodies of 
people killed, an official said. 

A government official said 
the morgue was preparing for 


an additional 60 bodies. 

Explosions rang from the 
upscale Westgate mall in Nai¬ 
robi throughout Tuesday, and 
the chatter of gunfire from 
inside the building could also 
be heard. 

Fresh smoke rose from the 
building in the afternoon. 

Kenyatta declared three 
days of national mourning 
starting Wednesday.

Mass starvation looming, opposition warns 


Syrian opposition groups and 
international relief organiza¬ 
tions are warning of the risk 
of mass starvation across the 
country.

With the world’s atten¬ 
tion focused on the regime’s 
chemical weapons, activists 
said six people — including 
an 18-month girl — have died 
for lack of food in one of the 
stricken suburbs. 

Save the Ghildren said 
in an appeal this week that 


more than four million Syr¬ 
ians — more than half of 
them children — do not have 
enough to eat. Food shortages 
have been compounded by an 
explosion in prices. 

“The world has stood and 
watched as the children of 
Syria have been shot, shelled 


and traumatized by the hor¬ 
ror of war,” said Roger Hearn, 
Save the Ghildren’s regional 
director for the Middle East. 

“The conflict has already 
left thousands of children 
dead, and is now threatening 
their means of staying alive.”

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Disgraced politician appeals guilty verdict 


China. Bo Xilai faces 
life in prison after 
being found guilty of 
bribery, embezzlement 
and abuse of power 


Disgraced Chinese politician 
Bo Xilai has appealed his 
guilty verdict, a person close 
to the case said Tuesday, in 


a rare move that is consist¬ 
ent with his defiant stance 
but unlikely to change the 
outcome. 

The person with direct 
knowledge of the case, but 
who did not wish to be iden¬ 
tified, said the former Polit¬ 
buro member made the ap¬ 
peal orally upon the delivery 
of the verdict issued by the 
Jinan Intermediate People’s 


Court in eastern China on 
Sunday. 

The court announced that 
it found Bo guilty of embez¬ 
zlement, bribery and abuse 
of power and sentenced him 
to life in prison. A copy of the 
verdict was later delivered to 
Bo, when he informed the 
court of his decision to ap¬ 
peal, the source said. 

The provincial court is 


expected to make a ruling 
within two months, and it 
can uphold the lower court’s 
decision, modify the sen¬ 
tence or ask for a retrial.

Retail. Sears CEO departs 
as turnaround underway 


Sears Canada’s chief executive 
is leaving the retailer for an¬ 
other job, in a move that raises 
questions about the hiture of 
the company’s turnaround 
plan in an increasingly com¬ 
petitive marketplace.

The company said McDon¬ 
ald resigned to pursue an op¬ 
portunity with a “leading 
international company.”

Which is why it’s more than a let-down to 
learn that Shatner, now 83, has refused an invi¬ 
tation from Sir Richard Branson to be on the 
first voyage of the Virgin Galactic space ship, scheduled to lift off 
on Christmas Day. 

I mean, come on, Jim—I mean Bill—it’s hardly a five-year

mission, just a short, two-hour jaunt, and it’s not 
going very far: 100 kilometres above the Earth, 
generally recognized as the border between our 
planet’s atmosphere and space. It’s the space 
travel equivalent of taking the stairs from the 
parking garage instead of the elevator. 

Nonetheless, Kirk—I mean Shatner—isn’t 
biting. That is unless Branson offers to pay his 
way, and can guarantee a safe return. Branson 
isn’t taking any of this well and has accused the 
Captain of the Starship Enterprise of being 
afraid to fly. 

That’s like saying Spiderman is afraid to 
hang off the sides of buildings. 

I guess it’s a compliment to Shatner that we 
still confuse an overweight octogenarian with a 
fantasy hero from a science-fiction future. 

With him at the helm of the Enterprise at the onset of the 
voyage. Star Trek has grown to become more than an entertain¬ 


ment. It’s our imaginative bridge to real space exploration, mak¬ 
ing the whole idea viable in the minds of trekkies ever5rwhere— 
including engineers, astrophysicists, politicians, Metro colum¬ 
nists —influential people who prevent space travel from being 
written off as an inexcusably expensive luxury at a time when 
California, the most populous state in the U.S. and home of 
much of the space-flight industry, is on the verge of bankruptcy. 

If we had any sense, we’d stop thinking about revisiting the 
moon or going to Mars, never mind trying to get to the moons of 
Saturn, or out of the solar system altogether and into strange 
new precincts of the galaxy. But staying home and sticking to 
your knitting is hardly inspiring. 

Which is why Shatner’s uncharacteristic lack of enthusiasm 
for a token space ride is so disappointing. He should know too 
that he’s passing up the chance to travel with Justin Bieber and 
Ashton Kutcher, along with Mila Kunis, Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Russell Brand. 

On the other hand, maybe you can’t blame him. Not sure I’d 
boldly go to a mall opening with that crowd.

Daniel Bruhl is having a busy 
year. He quite handily steals 
two major premieres from 
high-profile co-stars in The 
Fifth Estate and Rush. Both 
films appear to be about some¬ 
one else — WikiLeaks founder 
Julian Assange (Benedict Cum- 
berbatch) and late Formula 
One driver James Hunt (Chris 
Hemsworth) — but are really 
about Bruhl’s characters — As¬ 
sange fan-tumed-partner Dan¬ 
iel Domscheit-Berg and disfig¬ 
ured racing legend Nild Lauda. 

Bruhl tells us more and 
how the two films have a lot in 
common. 

“There are some parallels 
between the films, because I’m 
playing two real characters,” 
Bruhl explains. 

“It’s also interesting, the 
structure of the movies, be¬ 
cause you don’t have a hero 
and a villain at the end, but 
you have empathy for both of 
them. It’s quite interesting to 
see. And then, of course, my 
roots help me because both 
of these characters are quite 


focused and German in a way: 
correct and reasonable and so 
on.” 

It seems one thing led to 
the other for Bruhl. 

“It’s partly luck,” he says. “1 
have to say that Ron (Howard) 
helped me a lot and supported 
me after making Rush and 
helped me get into the next 
movie. Because of — 1 don’t 
know — good work, 1 sup¬ 
pose, in Rush, 1 was given the 
chance.” 

Bruhl adds that he’s part of 
a bigger trend in film. 

“In general, this change 
started a couple of years ago 


that we Germans or European 
actors get the real chance to 
play these great parts in Amer¬ 
ican movies,” he says. 

“This is an interesting 
change, and 1 hope it’s going to 
go on. It’s a veiy positive trend, 
1 think.” 

Playing real, hving people 
can be an odd experience. 

“ft was veiy strange to see 
Rush in London the other day 
with (Lauda),” he says. 

“1 mean, 1 watched him 
watching the movie. 1 got 
goose bumps sometimes be¬ 
cause eveiything around the 
accident is so intense. It was 


strange to see that with Niki in 
the same theatre.” 

Despite doing a film on it 
aheady, Bruhl thinks the stoiy 
of WikiLeaks is just beginning. 

“It’s a subject, 1 think, that 
will be important for a long 
time, and we’re just at the be¬ 
ginning of it,” he says. 

“All of us, we citizens, have 
to learn a lot of things — how 
we deal with gathering infor¬ 
mation — but also govern¬ 
ments have to learn how to 
deal with it, and corporations. 
1 think we’re drovming right 
now in information. This is a 
problem for everyone.”

There’s a new face at Mitsubishi 
that should receive more than 
just a glance. The 2014 Outland¬ 
er wagon has cleaned up its de¬ 
sign. act both inside and out for 
2014, shedding its dated open- 
mouth look in the process. 

In some respects, the largest 
vehicle in Mitsubishi’s thinned- 
out fleet appears more like the 
second-gen edition that served 
the automaker for the 2007- 
’09 model years. The styling 
is much more contemporaiy, 
making the Outlander appear 
just as attractive from the rear 
as from the front. The 2014 edi¬ 
tion still shares the previous 
Outlander’s platform and basic 
dimensions — length, width 
and distance between the front 
and rear wheels — equating to 
nearly identical space for pas¬ 


sengers and cargo as before, 
However the competition in 
this bracket is a tad roomiei 
and it’s a squeeze when ac¬ 
cessing the optional third-row 
bench of the Outlander. 

Regardless of seat assign¬ 
ment, all passengers will be 
treated to an improved environ¬ 
ment. Mitsubishi has upgraded 
the seats, door panels and dash¬ 
board and added more cabin 
insulation for a quieter ride. As 
well, the spht-folding second 
and available third rows have 
been redesigned to fold more 
easily. Overall, the Outlander 
has shed some 90 kilograms, 
which should be a boon to per¬ 
formance. The standard power- 
plant is a 2.4-litre four-cylinder 
that produces 166 horsepower 
and 162 pound-feet of torque. 
That’s down slightly from be 
fore, but with the weight reduc¬ 
tion it won’t be noticed. 

The four-cylinder is stan¬ 
dard with the ES, while SE and 
GT S-AWC trims are fitted with 
a 3.0-htre V6 that delivers 224 
horsepower and 215 pound- 
feet of torque. That’s a drop of 
15 horses, but it’s dead even in

New research suggests that 
some car buyers will nego¬ 
tiate better if they get all 
sweaty first. This is not about 
potentially using body odour 
and/or unsightly pit stains 
to force car sellers to cave in 
early during the negotiation 
process. 

According to the MIT re¬ 
searchers, it’s all about how 
“physiological arousal” — 
expressed as an increased 
heart rate and body sweat 
induced by running or fast 
walking just before a nego¬ 
tiation experience — can 
make some people perform 
better when it comes to 
hammering out the deal. 

Unfortunately it just 
seems to work for people 
who look forward to nego¬ 
tiation. The arousal makes 
them feel “revved up” for 
the competition. 

For research participants 
who dreaded negotiating, 
“arousal” had the oppos¬ 
ite effect. Increased heart 
rate and sweaty palms only 
increased their nervous¬ 
ness, and they almost always 
reported being bummed out 
about their subsequent ne¬ 
gotiation experiences. 

So the folk wisdom to 
always go into these situa¬ 
tions “cool as a cucumber” 
may have to be revisited, 
especially if you like to 
haggle. 

Of course, there is an¬ 
other big tool you can lever¬ 
age to get a better deal on a 
car — just learn how do to it 
properly. 

One place you’re not go¬ 
ing to learn how to do it 
is in the dealership, when 
you’re in the middle of ne¬ 
gotiations, says Viraf Bali¬ 


walla, a consumer advocate 
and president of Automall 
Network, a vehicle buying 
agency. 

“it is not the sales¬ 
person’s job to educate the 
buyer, it is their job to try 
and sell you a car,” says Ba¬ 
liwalla. 

He notes another reason 
not to look to your sales¬ 
person as your confidant: 
“The auto industry has 
conditioned us to buy in a 
certain way ... a way that 
favours the auto industry.” 

He says this is not “deal¬ 
er bashing,” only telling 
consumers the reality of the 
marketplace, where they 
need to be as prepared as 
the person is sitting across 
from them at the negotia¬ 
tion table. 

To this end, he has cre¬ 
ated one of the first work¬ 
shops in the country on car 
buying. The first one will 
be held this Saturday at the 
Kitchener-Waterloo cam¬ 
pus of Conestoga College in 
Ontario (Course Code GiN- 
T0292 Car Buying — Saving 
You Money). 

Followup workshops at 
Conestoga are planned for 
November and January, and 
in Toronto for the 2014 win¬ 
ter term. 

An online version of the 
workshop is planned to be 
available to all consumers 
across North America some¬ 
time in the New Year. 

The course will cover the 
tips and tricks of the auto 
trade, the process they will 
experience at the dealer¬ 
ship and some number 
crunching too. 

As an example, he notes 
how consumers typically 
choose a zero per cent fi¬ 
nancing option over a 
cash purchase rebate, even 
though in some cases they 
would save thousands by 
getting their own car loan 
at their bank at the going 
interest rate, and grabbing 
that big cash incentive, it’s 
all in the numbers. 

Knowledge sounds like a 
better tool in the long run 
than relying on a fast heart 
rate and a bit of sweat to 
swing the negotiation in 
your favour, but it’s your 
call. 
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Mud and wood; 
The simple basis of 

modern car design

How does a car come to be? 
Many of us picture a designer 
sketching a vehicle on a nap¬ 
kin in a moment of inspira¬ 
tion, and that’s what makes it 


to the showroom a little while 
later. In reahty, cars are created 
by teams of designers, some of 
whom work specifically on tiny 
details, and it can take three 
years or more. 

“Design is not a linear pro¬ 
cess,” says Adrian Van Hooy- 
donk, senior vice-president 
of BMW Group Design. “We 
always do a design competi¬ 
tion, meaning that I brief the 
design team, and the design¬ 
ers do lots of sketches. I look 
through them with my design 
managers, I select the most 
promising ones, and then 
together with the board of 
management, we select the 
exterior and interior designs 


that will lead the company 
into the future.” 

Many designs do actually 
start with a pencil sketch, but 
the bulk of the work is done 
with CAD (computer-aided 
design), which lets design¬ 
ers work on a virtual three- 
dimensional model. Eventu¬ 
ally, many vehicles are also 
rendered in clay: the team 
builds a wooden frame and 
covers it with modelling clay 
to create a full-size version. 

It’s the final touch of real¬ 
ism that the computer can’t 
create, and gives the design¬ 
ers an opportunity to check 
the vehicle’s proportions and 
how it looks from all angles. 



If something isn’t right, ex¬ 
cess clay can be scraped away, 
or more clay added to change 
the lines. 

While a group of designers 
is working on the exterior, 
another team is crafting the 
interior, which also usually 
starts with pencil sketches 
and CAD programs. It’s also 
common to make clay models 
of the inside, so that design¬ 
ers and engineers can actually 
reach for door handles, hold 


the steering wheel, or deter¬ 
mine the best placement for 
switches and controls. 

“We have an ergonomic 
department for the best pos¬ 
sible arrangements of switch¬ 
es and displays,” Van Hooy- 
donk says. 

“We have screens in the 
car, so we will need fewer 
switches, but there is more 
information coming in. Our 
task is to manage that, so that 
in future, complex vehicles 


will be easier again.” 

Hand-built concept cars 
for the auto show circuit 
can use all sorts of futuris¬ 
tic designs and materials, 
but when designers create 
production vehicles, the 
teams must work closely 
together to ensure that the 
vehicle has enough interior 
space, will meet safety stan¬ 
dards and can be stamped out 
and assembled on a produc¬ 
tion line.
